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Mr. Allen, Chair, called the meeting to order at 11:13 a.m. Call to Order
Mr. Allen reviewed the emergency evacuation procedures. Emergency Evacuation

Procedures

Ms. Anglin moved to approve the agenda. Mr. Zmuda seconded the Approval of
motion which was unanimously approved by members: Allen, Anglin, Agenda

Zmuda, and Richardson.
There was no public comment. Public Comment Period
Ms. Nosbisch inquired who would be representing DOLI on the New Representative

Apprenticeship Committee since Ms. Donati retired. Ms. Eddington from DOLI
indicated she would be the replacement.

Ms. Eddington stated DOLI has companies that are looking for Apprenticeship

surveyors, and want to start their own apprenticeship programs within ~ Program Review
their companies.

Mr. Pollock stated that 37% of VDOT's land surveyors are eligible to
retire in 18 months. It was discussed the average age of a surveyor is
57-58 years old.

A discussion took place regarding the Virginia Surveyor
Apprenticeship Standards approved on September 14, 2016 at the
APELSCIDLA full Board meeting. Ms. Anglin moved to change
“Classroom Related Instruction™, to “Apprenticeship Related
Instruction™. Mr. Zmuda seconded the motion which was unanimously
approved by members: Allen, Anglin, Zmuda, and Richardson.

Ms. Anglin moved to change the language of this section to read:

A minimum of 144 hours for each of the five years of apprenticeship is
recommended. This instruction in technical subjects may be
accomplished through media such as classroom, occupation or
industrial courses, electronic media, or other instruction approved by
the Registration Agency. Mr. Zmuda seconded the motion which was
unanimously approved by members: Allen, Anglin, Zmuda, and
Richardson. These changes will be presented to the full Board on
March 20" for final approval.

The Committee recessed from 12:05 p.m. to 12:18 p.m. Recess
A discussion took place regarding increasing the Apprenticeship Apprenticeship

Program to 720 hours. The Apprenticeship Program is currently 600 Program Review
hours. Ms. Anglin stated if the program is increased to 720, it willbea (continued)
burden on students, employers, and teachers. Mr. Cartwright stated
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their program would be impacted and hard pressed to go any higher in
hours than it is now; they cannot add any additional classes for their
certificate and still meet the requirements of the State Board of
Education. Mr. Cartwright noted that he needs eight students to
continue the program; he would like 12; TCC has never enrolled 12.
Ms. Anglin stated the Board recognized TCC’s content, not the
curriculum. The Board needs to review the TCC curriculum. Mr.
Allen stated the Apprenticeship Program requires on-the-job-training
(OJT) and the TCC program does not. Mr. Cartwright noted this is a
career studies certificate program, not an associate’s degree. Mr. Allen
requested this item be placed on the next Section meeting’s agenda
scheduled for May 8§, 2018.

Mr. Cecere stated an apprentice should be able to take his transcript
and curriculum to a community college to be reviewed for college
credit. Mr. Cartwright indicated TCC does not charge for this review.
Ms. Dorsey stated ODU is looking at starting the land surveyor
program back online via WebEx. Mr. Taylor stated ETSU offers
online synchronous classes where the students participate with the
instructor during class. Almost all classes are offered online. There is
an exam that may pose an in person scheduling problem. Degree
seeking students living in Virginia receive instate tuition costs.

Mr, McAden stated Balzer’s apprenticeship program is in its tnfancy,
but will be starting right away. Balzer will be visiting Roanoke County
High School. Balzer will be using the Board’s current Apprenticeship
Program.

Ms. Eddington stated there is funding from the federal and state levels
to start an apprenticeship program.

Mr. Allen stated there is a clear goal today — offer online classes
statewide which follow the guidelines.

Ms. Nosbisch reiterated that the Apprenticeship Minimum Standards
require a minimum of 480 hours; our program is 600 hours. To raise
the hours of the program from 600 to 720 is a barrier to licensure. The
state needs more surveyors based on the discussion of the percentage of
surveyors eligible to retire from VDOT in the next 18 months, and the
average age of surveyors, and this is a hurdle.

Ms. Eddington stated to be a registered apprenticeship program the
program needs to be at 720 hours. Ms. Nosbisch pointed out the
Federal Regulations recommends 144 hours per year; it does not
require 144 hours per year so 600 should be acceptable.

Mr. Teets stated he is struggling to maintain the FCPS program.
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There was no other business. Other Business
